W ith the Second Engagem ent at the 


Polls Today Britons Are Profiting by 


the Lesson of Saturday's First E n ­ 


gagement and All Parties Are Strain 


ing Every Nerve— The Results of the 


Initial Polling Tend to Confirm the 


Forecast that Li':erals W ill Retain 


Control of the Government. 


T he call of President E. E. Neal of 
the Indiana Lincoln League for the 
league convention to be held at Col­ 
umbus, Feb. 
12, was issued 
today. 
Each county in Indiana is entitled to 
send delegates to this m eeting on a 
basis of one delegate for each 200 
votes, and one delegate for each frac­ 
tion of more than 100 votes cast in 
1908 for W. T. Durbin, elector. County 
organizers of the Lincoln league are 
being instructed to provide for the 
sam e num ber of delegates, in each 
county, that is called for by the appor­ 
tionm ent m ade by the state central 
com m ittee. 
It is planned to hold a 
sm oker the night of Feb 11. and sev­ 
eral speakers are expected to address 
th e assembled 
Republicans 
at that 
time. 
The business sessions will be 
held Feb. 12, and will continue until 
just before 6 p. m., when a love feast 
and dinner will be on. 
From the good 
ch eer of the banquet board the Lincoln 
league crowd will go to a big night 
m eeting in an auditorium, where Sen­ 
a to r Beveridge will be the speaker. 
Southern Indiana Republicans plan to 
m ake the convention of the league the 
largest and best in its history. 


John W. Brady of Princeton is being 
pointed out as one of the likely candi­ 
dates for the Republican nomination 
for attorney general. The tip has per­ 
m eated pretty generally to the effect 
th a t Mr. Brady, who is recognized a9 
a brilliant man, is to be strong in the 
southern part of the stare, especially 
In the First, where he lives, and in the

and 
Fourth. 
Alexander 
G. 
Cavins of Terre Haute, who is said to 
be planning to announce his candidacy 
for attorney general, is regarded as a 
stro n g factor in the Second, Fifth and 
Eighth. 
Mr. Cavins is possessed of 
unusual talents, and his record in the 
attorney general’s office as an assist­ 
an t has been adm irable. Another man 
who is reliably reported to have the 
attorney general's office in mind, is A. 
J, Hickey of Laporte, who has been a 
live m em ber of the Republican state 
central committee. 
Mr. H ickey’s ad­ 
m irers declare that if he decides to 
e n te r the race for attorney general the 
o th e r contestants will be forced to 
speed up sharply if they expect to keep 
abreast. 
It is not yet known w hat Mr. 
Hickey intends doing, but it is pre­ 
dicted that both Mr. Brady and Mr. 
Cavins, along with W illiam Bosson of 
Indianapolis will be in the race. 
Mr. 
Bosson has been hard at work for 
som e time, and his supporters say th at

b e has m ade good headway. 
He has 
th e advantage of a considerable start. 
Mr. Bosson is an able man, and has a

London, Jan. 17.— Polling is taking 
place today in ninety-three borough 
constituencies, of which eleven will 
elect two representatives each, m aking 
a total of 104 seats. 
In the last par 
liam ent these were held by fifty-two 
Liberals, thirty-six Unionists and six­ 
teen Laborites. 
Among the most in­ 
v e s tin g of the contestants are ex-Pre- 
m ier A rth u r Balfour In the city of Lon­ 
don, ex-Ministers 
Burns, M cNamara 
and Birrell in Battersea, North Cam ­ 
berwell and North Bristol respectively, 
and Admiral Lord Beresford in P orts­ 
mouth. The polling will include B rad­ 
ford, Hull, Leeds, Newcastle and Shef­ 
field. 
The first engagem ent in the fight for 
tariff reform, a great navy and the 
suprem acy of the lords, as against free 
trade, reform of the house of lords and 
hom e rule ended Saturday night with 
neither party in a com m anding posi­ 
tion. 
The results of the polling Saturday 
tend to confirm the forecast that the 
Liberals will retain control of the gov­ 
ernm ent with a greatly reduced m a jo r 
ity. The Unionists have gained an en­ 
couraging num ber of seats, although 
less than the twenty-nine which they 
expected to take away from the Lib­ 
erals out of the seventy-four balloted 
for. 
T he 
popular 
vote 
goes 
strongly 
against the Liberals. 
The m em bers 
of that party who retain seats as a re­ 
sult of the elections won them by m a­ 
jorities ranging from 30 to 60 per cent 
below their m ajorities in 1906, except 
in a few boroughs where special con­ 
ditions figured in the campaign.

Co«it of Living. 
Indianapolis, Jan. 17.—D elegates to 
the national convention of the United 
Mine W orkers of America, which holds 
its initial session Tuesday evening, 
are arriving and conferences are being 
held by m any delegations today. While 
not declaring w hat they will do in con­ 
vention, m any of the delegations say 
they are instructed to stand by a de­ 
mand for an increased wage scale and 
that this will be the m ost im portant 
question before the convention.

say that since the scale under which 
they are w orking was m ade six years 
ago, prices of everything have nearly 
doubled and even the coal they buy 
from the operator is higher. 
They in­ 
stance, an ordinary suit of m iner’s 
clothes, which cost them $2.25 six 
years ago, now costs $5, while beef 
and pork they bought then for 8 and 
10 cents, now costs 17 to 22 cents. The 
sentim ent in favor of an increased 
scale seems to be general am ong the 
delegates now here.

Charles H. Heike of the American 
Sugar Refining company, who was for 
many years In confidential relations 
with the late Henry O. Havemeyer, has 
been indicted by the federal grand 
jury here for conspiracy to defraud the 
United States government. 
Mr. Heike 
is the first executive officer against 
whom evidence of fraud was submitted 
to the grand jury. 
His name was 
signed to the report of the board of 
directors which made on last Wednes­ 
day to the stockholders of the corpor­ 
ation a report which contained this 
statement: “No attempt whatever has 
been made to shield anyone, and your 
board has no reason to believe and 
does not believe that any executive 
officer or director of this company had 
any knowledge of or participation in 
this fraudulent underweighing.” 
The grand jury finds that Secretary 
Heike, conspiring with Ernest W. Ger- 
braoht, general superintendent of the 
Havemeyer and Elder docks; James F. 
Bendernagel, cashier of the Havemey­ 
er and Elder refinery; Harry W. Walk­ 
er, assistant dock superintendent, and 
Jean M. Volker and James F. Halli- 
gan, jr., checkers, effected entries to 
the custom house of false weights of 
raw sugar and that Heike endorsed 
several checks made out by the acting 
disbursing agent of the collector’s of­ 
fice, checks which were a refund, sup 
posedly, to cover overweights: when, 
as a matter of fact, the checks repre­ 
sented the gain to the sugar trust in 
duties stolen by underweights. 
Henry L. Stlmson and W. T. Deni­ 
son, the special counsel employed by 
the government to dig to the bottom 
of the frauds practiced by the sugar 
trust, have been working up Secretary 
Heike’s case for months, but it was 
only recently that they obtained evi­ 
dence which warranted them in going 
before the grand jury and asking that 
an indictment be returned against the 
executive officer. 
Something concern­ 
ing Heike s knowledge of the striking 
discrepancies between 
the 
invoice 
weights and the weights secured by 
tampering with the government scales 
and by other tricks, was brought out 
last year in the government’s civil suit 
against the trust to recover stolen du­ 
ties. 
O. H. Schmelter, who has been 
the confidential clerk of H. O. Have­ 
meyer. testified that Mr. Havemeyer. 
on one occasion, asked him to make 
out a iist showing the difference in the 
two weighers* weights and that he did 
so, but that Mr. Havemeyer never ask­ 
ed him afterward to see them. 
However, Schmelter spoke to Heike 
about the comparison of weights, tell­ 
ing Heike what they were, and Heike 
said that Schmelter had better go on 
making them. 
Thereafter, at the end 
of each year, Schmelter tabulated the 
discrepancies, showed them to Heike 
and Heike made a brief examination 
of them. 
The indictment against 
Heike was a blanket indictment cov­ 
ering the connected acts of the secre­ 
tary of the trust, two Important sub­ 
ordinates. Gerbract and Bendernagel. 
and three minor employes, Walker. 
Voelker and 
Halligan. 
Heike and 
Walker are brought into the fraud for 
the first time. The others have been 
indicted before. 
Gerbracht, Voelker 
and Halligan are out on bail, and a 
jury disagreed in Bendernagel’s case 
at the time that Spitzer, Boyle. Coyle, 
Hennessey and Kehoe were convicted 
The indictment contains six counts 
and cites fourteen overt acts on the 
part of one or more of the six men.

Indianapolis, Jan. 15.—This city may 
yet be compelled to defend her claim 
to the $27,000 set aside by the outgoing 
county treasurer, E. J. Robison, of 
Marion county, and 
former Mayor 
Bookwalter for charitable purposes, 
against a claim lodged by the state. 
Governor Marshall has caused two 
field examiners from the state board 
of accounts to begin an examination of 
the records in the office of the Marion 
county treasurer. 
The sum was at 
first said 
by Mr. Robison and Mr. 
Bookwalter to have been derived from 
odd cents collected on public improve­ 
ment assessments, although Mr. Robi­ 
son later admitted that a part of the 
sum may have come from errors in 
transcribing, from overcharges, and va­ 
rious other causes. 
The field examiners will make a 
thorough examination of the books of 
past county treasurers as concerns 
their duties as ex officio city treasur­ 
ers for Indianapolis for the time cov­ 
ered by the statute of limitations for 
the bondsmen. Whether the examina­ 
tion will extend beyond that time will 
depend on what is discovered in the 
limitation period, according to a recent 
ruling of the state board. 
“The state will not at this time,’* 
said the governor, “undertake an ex­ 
amination of the treasurer’s books as 
reported on by E. R. Parmelee and C. 
B. Lockhart, who have just reported 
on the county’s part of the records, as 
we presume that these reports are cor­ 
rect. 
Nothing will be done at all on 
this matter unless it is represented to 
us that the state board ought to inves­ 
tigate again the books investigated by 
these experts. 
The city books, how­ 
ever, were not examined by them. 
“In view of the fact that considera­ 
ble question has been raised as to 
whether the sum in question could 
have grown to the dimensions reported 
from odd pennies, and in view of the 
further fact that the state may have a 
prior claim on the $27,000, the board 
thought it best at this time to begin 
the investigation. Furthermore, since 
former Treasurer Oliver P. Ensley is 
under indictment for the embezzle­ 
ment of public funds while in office, 
the board believed that the examina 
tion should be undertaken and com 
pleted pending the trial of the case, as 
conditions may develop which may 
have direct bearing on it. 
"While the chief cause of the exam­ 
ination ordered is the $27,000 reported 
by the treasurer and mayor, the exam­ 
ination will be comprehensive, cover­ 
ing all the details of the city depart­ 
ment in the office of the treasurer.’* 
Frank S. Fishback, county treasur­ 
er, has completed an investigation of 
the Barrett law fund turned over to 
him by E. J. Robison and found an 
additional $15,000 of “ownerless” mon­ 
ey, similar to the $27,000. 
Mr. Fish- 
back says that this shows that his pre­ 
decessor had ir\ his possession during 
his term at least $42,000 for which no 
accounting was made on the books. He 
believes that this amount accumulated 
from double payment of street im­ 
provement assessments and that the 
money should be returned to the tax­ 
payers from whom it was erroneously 
collected

The migration of birds, unlike the 
migration of human beings, is a very 
mysterious thing. 
Flying, as most of 
the song-birds do, by night, coming 
and going in great flocks, and chang­ 
ing their locality for no one reason, 
but for many, the problem of these 
“tidal waves” in bird life is wholly 
fascinating. 
D. Lange, in the Atlan­ 
tic Monthly in discussing some phases 
of it, speaks as follows concerning 
the birds’ sense of direction: 
How do birds find their way? There 
is no doubt that they are often guid­ 
ed by sight along coasts, lakes, riv­ 
ers and valleys, which are plainly vis­ 
ible for a great distance from 
the 
height at which birds travel. 
In other cases, old birds which have 
been over the route lead the way, and 
the young birds follow their calls and 
their leadership. 
What wonderful stories these wing 
ed travelers could tell if they could 
talk to us! What fascinating teachers 
of geography they would make for our 
children! 
It 
has, 
however, 
been 
shown lately beyond all reasonable 
doubt that in adidtion to keen sight, 
acute hearing, individual experience 
and race instinct, birds possess what 
must seem to us a kind of sixth sense, 
the sense of orientation. 
The Harriman Alaska Expedition 
found flocks of murres, which are 
sea-birds, flying 
straight for 
their 
home on a lonely rock island 
thirty 
miles away, through a fog so thick 
that everything a hundred yards off 
was 
absolutely 
hidden 
from 
view. 
What human brain could guide a ship 
thirty miles through a dense fog with­ 
out a compass? 
Still more conclusive demonstration 
of this sense of direction in birds has 
recently been furnished Dy Prof. John 
B. Watson. 
He caught and marked 
fifteen sooty terns and noddies on the 
Dry Tortugas, in the Gulf of Mexico, 
and took them out to sea. 
Some of 
the birds were carried as far as Capo 
Hatteras, eight hundred and fifty miles 
north of the Tortugas, before they 
were set free. 
The sooty terns and the noddies are 
buried there.

There is a Christmas which calls up 
strange memories to me, writes a cor­ 
respondent of the Montreal Star. 
I 
spent it in the Great Oasis of the 
Libyan Desert. It was full of marvels. 
We traveled on a railway that was not 
yet open across a savage and irre­ 
claimable wilderness, which no trav­ 
eler had even traversed before, save 
painfully with six days’ journeying on 
camel-back over plains strew’n with 
round boulders like ancient cannon 
balls, over plains snowed over with 
alkali, over hummocks of golden sand, 
over mountains seamed with terrific 
gorges, over sheets of contorted black 
rocks, like the lava fields of Mount 
Etna, always without sign of water, 
always without sign of life. 
On the 
plain behind the mountains as we 
flew down the swift incline we saw’ 
the faint green of the Oasis, and wrhen 
we drew near it gave us the impres­ 
sion of a man taming the wilderness 
to grow low crops of bearded wheat 
and the bounteous berseem; not the 
palm trees shading clear pools, which 
w'ere the oases we dreamed of in our 
childhood. 
And our party, it was so 
familiar and so unfamiliar—an Irish 
girl and Rushbrooke, the sun-baked 
man in the government survey depart­ 
ment who had surveyed the oasis 
prior to sale. 
His Arab servant, al­ 
ways in spotless white, was a picture. 
We had an absurd dragoman, a little 
Berberine, who wore a tarboosh and 
bursting tennis shoes, a black frock 
coat and trousers, to cook and wait 
on us in the desert. 
The idea of a rest-house had terri­ 
fied my wife; it w'as really high up in 
the scale of hotels. 
It had a bathroom 
and bedrooms, lofty and spacious, and 
in the center quite a fine hall, bay- 
windowed at one end, verandahed at 
the other, and with wooden columns 
up the center, w’here fifty sojourners 
could take their meals and refuge 
from the heat. 
It is easy to supple­ 
ment bedrooms with tents, and all this 
was built of mud—mud three feet 
thick—its dark brown contrasted very 
pleasantly with the fresh pine window 
sashes and doors. There were no mos­ 
quitoes, so we could fling our windows 
wide to the lustrous skies, and hear 
the night sounds of Africa. 
I was up in time to see the sunrise, 
flooding with golden light the pale 
green of the crops in front—crops at 


the dead among all the Roman ruins 
of the world. 
As we rode up to them 
w'e passed the camp of a scientific ex 
pedition from an American university 
Their aims were very practical. 
The 
tombs and mummies were nothing to 
them—they were hunting for lost epis­ 
tles of the early saints, for Christian 
papyri, in fact. 
At the present mo 
ment they were cooking a Christmas 
dinner in a much earlier rock tomb 
of pagan extraction. 
Being American, 
their idea of Christmas was a tur­ 
key. 
They were in the midst of a 
tragedy. 
The favorite gazelle, which 
had never seen a harsh look from man, 
had just been beaten for making its 
Christmas dinner off the only papyrus 
they had found. 
They had endured 
w’ith patience its habit of eating mum 
my bandages. 
We dismounted from 
our camels and entered the Street of 
the Dead, looking as incongruous as 
possible, for the women were muffled 
in motor veils against sunstroke and 
dust. 
The temple at Kharga will be very 
famous. 
Its pylons tower over a de­ 
lightful grove of date palms, and 
when you have passed through the 
grove on velvety sand you come to a 
temple of a kind you have never seen 
before. 
For it is a Persian temple, 
built by the King Darius, who tried 
to conquer Greece. 
It is very odd, 
very elegant, very picturesque, and 
its light, bright colors are admirably 
preserved. I could have spent a whole 
day there, but time did not serve. 
It 
was 2, and we had breakfasted at 
7, and there was much to see after 
lunch. 
So we rode down to the other 
rest-house, which looked like the pal­ 
ace of a New Guinea king, with its 
straw thatch and verandahs. 
As we 
drew near I saw a perfect Roman 
house, built of mud, of course, 
I 
w I 
wanted to go over it, but it belonged 
to a farmer, and he had locked his 
wife up in It, or perhaps his wives, 
and gone out into the fields for the 
day. 
After lunch we rode on to Kharga, 
the oasis village, the most extraor­ 
dinary sight of the day, for it was 
all one house, in which the passages 
are streets, with residences of one, 
two or three stories opening off them. 
This vast lump of mud has no ex­ 
terior w’indows. 
The idea was to 
build a place where quiet people could 
live without being raided every day 
by the fierce Bedouins of the desert. 
Even the Bedouin hesitated to plunge 
into a ramification of dark passages 
with various man-traps only known
